Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 
A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tlie fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 

forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on April 
22, 2009 has been entered. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the examiner 
has considered the arguments filed by applicants with the Request for Continued 
Examination, on April 22, 2009. Applicants' arguments were found persuasive. The 
compound recited in the instant claims, while structurally similar to the compound taught 
by Cimarelli et al, i.e. the reference relied upon for the rejection(s) of record, contain 
tertiary amino groups. The examiner agrees with applicants that the reference 
expressly teaches compounds having secondary amine groups, and teaches a way 
from tertiary amino groups in the in the ligands for use in the process that is taught by 
Cimarelli et al, i.e. an alkylation reaction. There would be no apparent reason for a 
person having ordinary skill in the art to modify the compounds taught by Cimarelli et al 
to arrive at the instant compounds. The method for producing a chiral alcohol, also 
claimed herein, using the compound of instant formula (I), is therefore unobvious in view 
of the closest prior art. Accordingly, the instant claims are allowed. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
